Boers. He stiid the Transvaiih-re, the 
Free Staters and the world should under- 
stand theie could be no deviation from 
I ho policy of the government aw already 
outlined. Anything resembling independ- 
ence never could be granted. The war 
must proceed to the inevitable issue. 


••"VVe must let it he felt that no one," he 


continued, "by the i-sue of nit insolent 
aud audacious ultimatum, could force the 
British Koveriiinent to humble itself and 
abandon its rights. We could never al- 
low that a shred of independence should 
be left. How soon the Free Staters and 
(he Trausvanlk-rs would have anything 
like self governing powers depended on 
themselves. It "might be years and it 
might be generations'." 


In view of the debate ninny peeressex 


gathered in the galleries of the house of 
lords. The VniU-d States emhassador, 
Joseph 11. Choate, and other foreign rep- 
resentatives wen- in the diplomatic; gal- 
lery.

Gave Her Life to Sate an Infant 


Heir to the Throne. 


The moral aud intollect.ia: standards of 


the Cbincbe me so duTcrent from ours 
that thoir popular characteristics are as 
likely to appear ridiculous in our own 
oycs r.s to loom sublime. When, for in- 
stance, they accord memorial honors to n 
young woman who cut slices from, licr 
ainib am! added them to the medicine of 
an .igcd paic-nt in tbe hope of imparting 
to liim SOUH> of her own youthful vigor, 
car sentiment of admiration is not unmix- 
ed with other leolings. 


Still, tueio are Chinese characters 


whose hc'ioisin wo can admire. One of 
them—and .1 jrroat favorite with Chinese 
histoiians and poets—is Quean Mi. wife 
of the ICnj]>eioi Liu. 


During the icbellion of Tsao a great 


battle was fought, the chroniclers relate, 
in which Ihi- lorees of the emperor be- 
came scattOM-d and bis household dis- 
peised. 
While the combat still raged 


Queen Mi found hoi self alone, abandon- 
ed, cruelly Wounded by an airow and tot- 
tering feebly through the bloody grass on 
her ''throe inch {jplJ lilies" (compressed 
feet), benimx in her arns the little A-tou, 
heir to the lino. 


She was not bis o"tta mother, but her 


maternal devotion was none the less per- 
fect. Dragging horbolt painfully to a half 
mined hut, she cro*uchod against the wall 
with tbe baby wrapped in her robe. Pres- 
ently a horseman rode up and discovered 
her. 
lie proved to be Chao-tzu-lung, a 


faithful geneinl of the omperor. Pros- 
trating himself at her feet he begged her 
to mount bis horse with the child; he 
would light on foot nt thoir side nnd en- 
den vor to break through the enemy's lines 
fo tbo royal army on the farther side. 


Ceremoniously bidding him rise, the 


grateful fltieonMn her turn knelt, "not to 
h,er genenil, but to his loyalty," and as- 
sured him that she trusted him to rescue 
the hoir, but that.he must leave her to 
die. \ warrior on foot, with n Tvoundecl 
woman «a well as a baby, would be at ti 
fatal disadvantage. He must ride and 
carry the child. 


"l.Mace him beneath your corselet, next 


your benrf." she said, "not too tightly nor 
yet so very loose." 


But Chnp-tzu-Iung could not bring him- 


self to abiitnlun thi; queen, seeing which 
she suddenly stocpfd, laid A-tou at bis 
feet nnd running with the last muster b£ 
her strength to n well near at hand 
sprang down it to her death. 


Then, Indeed, tho general took the baby 


as she had bidden him, nnd charging the 
enemy in n fury of grief nnd r«ge broke 
through their linen, bore the heir in safe* 
ty to his fntr-er, Liu, and told him,and 
bis guard tbe story of the queen's *clC 
•acrlfice.—Youth'H Companion. 


What becomes of wornout engines, cars, 


rails and all the other odds and ends of a 
railroad? Tho iron probably goes to the 
scrap heap, but does the rolling stock meet 
tho wuiio fate, or what disposition is made 
of the engines and cars of the great sys- 
tems when they reach the stuge of their ex- 
istence-when they are deemed unworthy of 
further repairs? Tho sohitlon of these 
questions is by no means lacking in inter- 
est, A certain proportion does go to tho 
scrap heap when condemned by tho man- 
agement, hut not all. It is the rule of 
railroads Renerally to place now equip- 
ment upon tho main lines and to relegate 
the old to branches, the most ancient cars 
and engines being assigned, to the least 
productive lines, and thus by easy grada- 
tions the entire supply of rolling stock is 
allotted according to the exigency of trav- 
el. Old rails taken from main tracks of 
the central lines arc reljiid upon tbe main 
trucks of branches and later on used for 
hidings. Who has not noted the gjreut 
change in speed, comfort and appearances 
when diverging from, maiu tru\ oled roads 
to branch lines? 


The old style engines, the antiquated 


conches and wornout rails transferred to 
the side roads remain in active service un- 
til at last the time comes when they are 
finally condemned and must go, Tho life 
of a steel rail is but a few years, whilo 
lolling stock, with occasional repairs and 
barring wreck of course, will lust much 
longer than might bo surmised. Almost 
v\ cry road of importance has in ser\ ice 
somewhere on its Imes passenger cars built 
25 or 30 years ago. The life of an engine 
is limited only by its ability to run with 
ordinary repairs. There are engines in 
active service today which were built sixty 
odd year's ago, tho Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad Iwving several veterans of this 
kind dating back to tho early dawn of 
steam land transportation, while locomo- 
th cs 30 and 40 years old can bo found in 
plenty—crude little taipots as compared 
with modern engines, but still doing oil) 
cient work. 


There is a distinct business in this coun- 


try followed by firms and individuals who 
might bo termed railroad scavonftor«5 or 
junkmen. They arc wido awake, shrewd 
fellows, who know a good thing when thej 
see it, and do not hesitate to take long 
chances on opportunities which indicate 
profitable risks. The first requisite foi 
engaging in a pursuit like theirs is a large- 
storage yard with plenty of track room, 
connected with some leading railroad, 
and a close second is a cash capital, foi 
ready money is a necessity, and largo sums- 
must bo frequently tiexl up for long periods 
Such a junk man v ill buy anything con 
nected with a railroad, but his main btisl 
ness is dealing with secondhand rolling 
stock. When a rniliond corporation build*- 
a supply of new engines or cms to roplnot 
a like number withdrawn from seniw, tin 
latter will not be sent to tho company 'fr 
scrap heap, but will be offered to tho vin- 
ous firms of junk men or brokers, who an 
usually willing to pay a much higher prlci 
for old equipment as it stands than could 
be realized if converted into scrap. Tnc 
changing of n narrow gauge road into a 
standard gauge, or tho substitution ol 
steam for trolleys, brings a harvest to these 
dealers 
And HO from ono source and uu 


other tho yards gradually fill up with n 
nondescript collection of railroad equip 
mont in every stage of dilapidation, and o' 
many Miriod styles, but all antiquated and 
much tho worse for wear. Tlieso places an 
known inrail'vay circles as "gra\eyards," 
and tho application of the title Is self e%i 
dent. Having thus secured a stock id 
trade, the junk man bends his efforts to 
dispose of his wares. Tho passenger cur?. 
arc gone over thoroughly and put Into the 
best condition possible, a coat or two of 
paint and a careful overhauling of the run- 
ning gear oftontimo producing; wonders 
Tho ancient engines are inspected by coin 
potent xncn and ordinary repairs are made, 
while unusual or expense alterations 
which may bo needed ore noted nfid made 
known to tho would be customers. 


Strange as it may seem, there is a steady 


demand for secondhand railway cquip'- 
mcnt. Tho market for engines nnd pas- 
senger cars is, as a rule, in tho southern 
states and Mexico, where the public are 
not so exacting in their requirements a& 
to speed and comfort. Instances are com- 
mon where an entire railroad outfit, in- 
cluding engines, passenger, baggage, ex- 
press and freight cars, rails, switches, turn- 
tables, etc., have been moved from one lo 
cality and put into service elsewhere, per 
haps many hundreds of jnllcs distant, this 
taking place, as a rule, when narrow gauge 
lines have been converted into broad or 
standard gauge systems. At one time it 
•was anticipated there would be a network 
of narrow gauge railroads throughout the 
country, and in view of this many long 
lines of thenftrrow gauge width were laid, 
ono of which was tho road from Toledo to 
St. Louis, nearly 500 miles in length 
When that road was made standard gauge 
a few years since, there was a harvest for 
the junk men. The Reading railroad lint- 
from * Camden, N. J., to Atlantic City, 
now considered one of tho finest and bast 
equipped railroads in the country, WHS 
once a single track narrow gaugo railroad. 
The great stfgar plantations in tho south 
are good customprs of the "graveyards," 
And down 1n Louisiana and Texas the 
^orthern traveler may now and thun cn- 
'counter engines and freight cars engaged 
in handling sugar cane or farm /supplies 
which' at one time hauled coal or iron in 
the middle states. 
' 


Like other occupations, there arc various 


shades add distinctions in the workings of 
railroad 'junkmen. There arc men who 
deal, exclusively in secondhand railroad 
iron, others who buy and sell rolling 
stock, and still others who may be termed 
the Pullmans of tbo profession and who 
handle passenger, baggage and private 
coaches exclusively. These latter not only 
sell oars outright, but likewise root them 
for fixed terms, their4 most frequent pa- 
trons being theatrical managers. 
Tho 


gaudily painted cars now so frequently 
ieen in "tho provinces," comprising KOIHU- 
times an entire train of baggage, day nnd 
sleeping cars, ere almoHt without excep- 
tion the property of ono or two big c.ir 
brokerage firms located near Jersey City j 
»nd arc chartered by tho theatrical compa- 
nies «t a fixed rate per day or week.—Phil- 
adelphia Times. 


A Pe*t for Which Ko Satisfactory Bern- 


«<ly HM Itoen. Found Yet. 


Tbe tobacco worm is an enemy against 


which large dealers would like to find 
means of protection. It is a curious fact 
that this pest is seldom !.een in latitudes 
north of 30 degrees above the equator, and 
it is never found in domestic cigar leaf 
grown in this country, or in any of our to- 
baccos, unless a certain amount of mois- 
ture enters into tho manufacturing process. 
So important is this matter in countries 
south of 3d degrees of longitude, and more 
especially to tho cigar manufacturers of 
Hindustan, that a process has been patent- 
ed tor protecting cigars from the pest. Any 
one who has luvd any experience with 
the "trlcliefe" or "lunkahs" Mr. Kipling 
talks about will know that it is no infre- 
quent thing to come across ono so filled 
with holes that it is impossible to smoke 
it. Every once in awhilo cigars 
from 


Cuba arc found to have the pest. Cigars 
that are smoked eight or ten weeks after 
leaving tho rolling table, as are most of 
tho American mado cigars, are not at- 
tacked. 


In smoking tobaccos in this country the 


worm is found. Every now and again a 
dealer finds tbe worms in his store, and a 
nice task ho I'o-s to get rid of them. The 
mvinufactui-or closes out his stock, scrubs 
the factory down and leaves it open to tho 
frosts ot a winter. Then in thu spring it 
\\ ill be clear again. Tho dealer has to 
clear out all his stock, inspect it closely, 
and make bargains of the tainted or send 
it back to the manufacturer. A few years 
ago a cigar dealer not far from the city 
hall received from the jnunufacturers of a 
certain brand of cigarettes a warship made 
entirely of <. garettcs. Soon after \sorms | 
appeared in 
<s cigars and were traced to ! 


the ship 
'Ino ship had boon made for 


some time, and the tobacco had been mado 
especially rich in glj cerin to keep it from 
breaking as it dried. It was literally ali\e, 
and irom the w indow where the ship was 
tho worms had spread all ov er the store 


Tho remedy for these worms in Hindu- 


stan is to coat the box with a solution 
which practically renders it airtight, and 
then subject tho box to a •* cry high dry 
heat This pioccss is said to bo successful, 
but leaves tho cigars drier than tho aver- 
age American likes thorn. Tho remcdj 
tried in this country has boon cold storage, 
which has also put an end to tho worms, 
but, then, cold has an effect on flno leaf 
as bad as heat and utterly takes tho aroma j 
and tmap out of fine cigars. The only sure 
preventive appears to bo to get the goodc 
fresh and not keep them too long.—New 
York Sun.

day place the damage even more than 
was first reported. 


The accident involved not only the 


engine and extra freight, but before the 
wreckage (which littered both tracks) 
could be cleared away, a regular freight 
from Portland crashed into it and was 
c 7nsiderably damaged. The side of the 
locomotive's cab was torn off, doors of 
many of the cars were ripped from 
their hinges and the planking was 
punctured—all fro-n contact with the 
cirs of the wrecked extra, which leaned 
over upon the west-bound track. 


It was the worst wreck that has hap- 


pened on tho Eastern division in many 
years, It m'ghl hava bsen avoided, 
hvd tLerear of thn extra freight been 
properly protected by a flagman, a pre- 
caution customary under like circum- 
stances. 


Arepoitof tho diraster was prompt- 


ly sent to this city, and Foreman James 
A. Corey of the roundhouse here, with 
a large crew, took the Iccal wrecking 
train to Salibbury. Auother wrpcking 
train from Silem, Mass., helped to re- 
move the debris, and in three hours 
travel both east and west was resumed.

banks of tho Thames, and not unlike them 
in uppearauce. Posth is the Yankee city 
of; the old world, just us the Hungarians 
are called the Americans of Europe. It has 
grown in 40 years, and it has sacrificed 
neither beauty of space nor line in grow- 
ing. It has magnificent public gardens as 
well as a complete fire department; it has 
the best club iu the world, tho Park club, 
and it has found time to put electric tram- 
ways underground and to rear monu- 
luciits to poets, orators and patriots above 
ground.

Scarcely Another1 Professiou In Whioh 
There Are So Many Disappointed People. 


In The Ladies' Home Journal Edward W. 


Bok editorially writes of the rewards of 
literature uud its disappointments to those 
who are attracted to the profession by tho 
luring aud \fc-ry often greatly exaggerated 
reports of big prices paid some famous au- 
thor. Mr. Bok disposes of those will o' the 
wisp stories, and unqualifiedly asserta that 
"not one-tenth of the entire literary pro- 
fession oC this country uud England makes 
sufficient money to live upou. Not ten out 
of o\ cry hundred authors receive, enough 
for their work to support them. There is 
scarcely another profession in which there 
are so many disappointed aud heartbroken 
people. The ranks are full of them. They 
strive hard. They work morning, noon 
and night, and they do tolerably good 
work. But the results are not worth the 
effort in uiuc cases out of ten. 


Why is this? some one asks. There are 


two reasons for it. First, an author can 
produce each year just so much work 
which is good and that the public cares to 
read. That quantity is necessarily small. 
A man's capacity for really good literary 
work is wonderfully limited. 
Ho must 


therefore get well paid for everything he 
does or tho sum total is insufficient for the 
work. The second reason lies in the eon- 
tractedness of the market. Wo have mag- 
azines almost without number, and pub- 
lishing houses in plenty. 


But how much material can ono author 


sell a year to all these outputting channels 
combined? Two novels ut the utmost, a 
half dozen articles und as many poems. 
Let him give more than that, and no mut- 
ter how good may bo his work ho is at 
once accused of writing too jiuicu- »• fatal 
criticism for any writer. On the one hand 
therefore is a limited capacity and on tho 
other tt contracted market. And between 
these the author must live—or starve. 
Good literary work will always flud its 
market.- But it is not u profitable market 
to the many. It, pays well, but not as 
thousands ha\o an Idea that it does. There 
Is a living to bo had out of literature by 
tireless work and good writing. A fair, 
comfortable Ihing. But that is all."

ularlty that fintitlar it to b»MMid«nd m 
social fad. Yet in a certain way thia to 
precisely what' hai taken place In connec- 
tion with the old ' and aristocratic art of 
miniaturo painting. In point of fact, the 
art has had of late a brilliant though com- 
paratively unheralded awakening, and U 
is now quite the thing, if you belong to 
the fortunate and exclusive class that does 
not have to look too closely at checks that 
go abo^e two figures, to eit to a miniatur- 
ist rather than to a photographer. 


All this, of course, relates to portraiture, 


and .in this respect most of the newer man- 
ifestations of the art do not differ materi- 
ally from the old. It has remained for un 
American and a New Yorker to realize 
that the art has larger possibilities in a 
pictorial way and to first endeavor to fully 
present then. 


Like everything else that comns-very 


close to human sympathies, the art dates 
far back into the past. Even in its modern 
sense it runs back to Holbein and the 
time of his visit to England. Following 
in bis wako and in that of the still more 
illustrious Vandyke, all the early English 
painters tried their hands at It. It is hut 
natural that among all these brilliant ex- 
emplars of tho art some should have seen 
that there were possibilities in it beyond 
mere portraiture. A number of them did 
drift occasionally into something approach- 
ing Imaginative art in their miniatures, 
but eveu then it was usually by way of 
varying the formality of their portraits, 
as when Reynolds used to arm his very 
British maids with a bow or lyre and call 
them Dianas or Muses. 


It was, of course, the English tradition 


that found its way to America when the 
aristocrats of the colonies turned their 
thoughts toward tho fragile immortality 
of tho miniaturist's art. Asa result, to the 
American sense the art seems somehow In- 
dissolubly connected with portraiture— 
with patches and powder and the later 
factitious grace of restoration gowns and 
dawn of tho century frivolities. 


Much of tho later miniature work has 


not got uway entirely from the leading 
strings of photography, but it needs no 
comment for any ono to realize that noth- 
ing could bo farther away from any sug- 
gestion of the camera than these personal, 
syiu pathetic productions. — New York Her- 
ald.

General Horace Porter, In "Campaign- 


ing With Grant," in The Century tells of 
the battlo of Cold Harbor and relates the 
follow lug anecdote: 


General Meudo hod been untiring in his 


efforts during this eventful week. He was 
General Grant's senior by seven years, was 
older than any of tho corps commanders 
and was naturally of an excitable tempera- 
ment, aud with the continual annoyances 
: to which ho was subjected he not infre- 
quently became quite Irritable. He was 
greatly disturbed at this time by some 
newspaper reports stating that on the sec- 
ond night of the battle of the Wilderness 
ho had advised a retreat across the Hapidan, 
aud in talking this matter over with Gen- 
eral Grant bin indignation became so great 
that his wrath knew no bounds. He said 
that the rumor had been circulated 
throughout the press and would be believed 
by many of the people, and perhaps by the 
authorities in Washington.

doubt as to tho successful issue of the cam- 
paign." 


The secretary replied tho next day, June 


10, saying: "Please say to General Meade 
that tho lying report alluded to in your 
telegram vtus not o\en for a moment be- 
lieved by the president or myself. We have 
the most perfect confidence in him. 
He 


could not wish u more exalted estimation 
of his ability, his firmness and every qual- 
ity of a commanding general than is enter 
talnod for him." The newspaper corre- 
spondent v< ho had been the author of this 
slander was seized and placed on a horse, 
with large placards hung upon bis breads 
and back bearing tho inscription "Iiibeler 
of tho Press" and drummed out of camp. 
There bad never been a moment when 
Meade had not been in favor of bold and 
vigorous advances, aud he would have been 
the hist man to counsel a retreat.
